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Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  March  1981 
totaled  44.8  million  pounds.  Deliveries  were 
up  4.7  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month. 

During  March,  37.9  million  pounds  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  classified  as  Class  1  --  up  2.6 
million  pounds  from  the  previous  month.   The 
percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class  I  was 
84.66%  in  March  compared  to  88.2%  the  previous 
month. 

Comparisons  with  the  previous  year  are  not 
being  made  because  the  statistics  are  not  com- 
parable. This  is  because  two  plants  which 
heretofore  had  been  included  under  the  Upper 
Florida  Order  qualified  in  March  as  pool  plants 
under  the  Tampa  Bay  Order. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
March  was  $15.1(1  per  cwt.  --  down  8  cents  from 
February  1981  and  $1.21  above  March  1980. 

TArlPA  BAY 

Producers   delivered  92.9  million  pounds   of 
milk  to  pool   plants   regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    12   during  March    1981.      Producer  milk 
deliveries  were  up    12.9  million  pounds   from 
February. 

Producer  milk   classified  as  Class    I   milk, 
as   used   in   the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to  producers,   totaled  82.9  million  pounds. 
Class    I   producer  milk  totaled  74.1  million 
pounds   in   February.      Class    I   milk  was   89.17% 
of  the  total   producer  milk  during  March  compared 
to  92.50%    last   month.      (Continued  on  page  6) 


Reconstituted  Milk  Pricing 
Hearing  Denied 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
denied  a  petition  requesting  USDA  to  hold  a 
hearing  on  the  pricing  of  reconstituted  milk 
under  all  federal  milk  marketing  orders,  accord- 
ing to  Secretary  of  Agriculture  John  R.  Block. 

The  petition  was  from  the  Commodity  Nutri- 
tion Institute,  a  Washington-based  nonprofit 
organization  which  specializes  in  food  and  nu- 
trition issues;  and  from  a  milk  processor  and 
three  consumers. 

Reconstituted  milk  may  be  made  by  adding 
water  and  butterfat  to  nonfat  dry  milk.   Under 
federal  milk  marketing  orders,  it  is  priced  as 
a  Class  I  fluid  milk  product,  the  highest  price 
category  under  the  orders. 

The  petitioners  had;jequested  that  recon- 
stituted milk  processed  by  handlers  be  placed 
in  a  lower  price  classification  under  the  orders. 
They  claimed  the  current  pricing  removes  the 
incentive  for  processors  to  make  available  to 
consumers  what  petitioners  believe  could  be  an 
equally  nutritious  but  lower-cost  alternative 
to  other  fluid  milk. 

In  a  letter  to  the  petitioners.  Block 
cited  the  following  reasons  for  his  action: 

--.Adopting  the  reconstituted  milk  proposal 
would  seriously  undermine  classified  milk  pric- 
ing under  the  orders  and  thus  not  carry  out  the 
mandate  of  Congress  in  authorizing  milk  orders. 

--The  competitive  problems  that  would  re- 
sult from  non-uniform  pricing  of  fluid  milk 
products  would  lead  to  pressures  to  lower  Class 
I  prices  for  fresh  milk.   This  would  result  in 
a  substantial  decline  in  the  income  of  dairy 
farmers  and  precipitate  (Continued  on  page  7)

PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  2  POINTS 

The  March  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased  5 
points  (1.9  percent)  from  February  to  258  percent  of  its  January- 
December  1967  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
Contributing  most  to  the  decrease  since  February  were  lower  prices 
for  hogs,  cattle,  soybeans,  wheat,  cotton  and  com.  Higher  prices 
for  oranges,  onions,  potatoes,  tomatoes,  lettuce  and  snap  beans 
were  partially  offsetting.   The  Index  was  24  points  (10  percent) 
above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Ser- 
vices, Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  March  15  was  302, 
up  2  points  (.7  percent)  from  raid-February.   Price  increases  for 
family  living  items,  fuels,  fertilizers,  agricultural  chemicals 
and  farm  equipment  were  partially  offset  by  lower  prices  for  feed 
and  feeder  livestock.  The  Index  was  26  points  (9.4  percent)  above 
a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  85 
for  the  month  of  March  1981.   The  Ratio  was  down  3  points  from  the 
previous  month  and  unchanged  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts   of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants   regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    13  totaled  71.7  million 
pounds   of  milk  during  March   1981. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,    re- 
ceipts  of  producer  milk  were  up   7.5 
million  pounds   and  0.1   million 
pounds   below  March   1980. 

In  the  March  equalization 
pool,    65.1   million  pounds  of  milk 
was   classified  as   Class   I.      Class    I 
producer  milk  was   up  4.9  million 
pounds   from   last   month,    and  was    1.6 
million  pounds  below  March    1980. 
Class   I   milk  was   90.76%   of  the  total 
during  March   compared  to  93.86%  the 
previous   month  and  92.90%   during 
March  of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.    13   for  March  milk 
was   $15.52  per  cwt.      The  uniform 
price  was   down   7   cents    from  February 
and  was   $1.20   above  March   1980. 

PRODUCER  SUililARY 

Under  the  three   Florida  milk 
orders,    429  producers   delivered 
209.4  million  pounds  of  milk   to  pool 
plants.      This   compared  to  432  pro- 
ducers  and   184.3  million  pounds   dur- 
ing the  previous  month   and  428  pro- 
ducers  and   199.2  million  pounds   dur- 
ing March    1980.      Producer  milk   de- 
liveries  in  March  were  up   13.6% 
from  February   and  were  5.  1%  above 
March   of   last   year.

major  changes  in  the  dairy  industry. 

--The  e.xpected  benefits  to  consumers  from  the 
proposal  would  be  much  less  than  the  loss  of  income 
to  dairy  farmers. 

--Consumers  already  have  a  lower-cost  alterna- 
tive to  fresh  milk  because  they  can  buy  nonfat  dry 
milk  at  grocery  stores  and  reconstitute  it  them- 
selves. 

--The  public  would  not  be  assured  of  having  a 
commercially  reconstituted  milk  product  that  is  as 
nutritious  as  fresh  milk. 

After  receiving  the  petition,  USDA  invited 
comments  from  the  dairy  industry  and  the  public. 
Over  8,000  comments  were  received  by  the  time  the 
comment  period  ended  in  February  1980. 

In  addition,  the  USDA  prepared  a  comprehensive 
impact  analysis  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  pric- 
ing of  reconstituted  milk,  which  was  published  in 
the  November  17,  1980,  Federal  Register.   USDA  re- 
ceived about  500  comments  during  a  recently-ended 
comment  period  on  the  impact  statement. 

NO  CHANGE  IN  DAIRY  PRICE  SUPPORT  PROGRAM 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  John  Block  announced 
that  the  government's  dairy  price  support  levels 
will  remain  unchanged  for  the  next  six  months. 

Block  said  this  action  comes  after  President 
Ronald  Reagan  signed  into  law  legislation  rescind- 
ing the  requirement  for  the  serai-annual  increase 
in  the  support  price  scheduled  for  April  1. 

The  support  price  will  remain  at  $12.80  per 
hundredweight  for  milk  with  a  milkfat  content  of 
3.5  percent  and  S13.10  for  milk  with  a  3.67  per- 
cent milkfat  content,  the  national  average.  Block 
said.
